protection of military forces against 
dissemination of inform ation

or public information has Issued a 
complete new series of rules to be 
observed. 
They came from the Secretary of 
W ar and of the Navy and represent 
the best advice of these departm ents. 
While the new censorship is de­ 
signed to he strict as possible, it 
doesn't apply to dispatches censored 
by the military authorities of 
the 
American expeditionary forces abroad 
or in cases where the 
governm ent 
has given official sanction. 
The com mittee points out that it la 
a m atter of little consequence how 
widely military inform ation may be 
known within the borders

The printed page affords a

Readers with r e la tiv e sn*! friends 
Jal th** front should got conable ruble 
I comfort from a study of th** mortality 
statistics of the armies recently put 
forward by a well-known physician. 
London Tlt-Blts states. 
While bls fig­ 
ures are not so favorable as those 
given out from Paris indicating that 
all kinds of permanent losses— killed, 
r aptured, missing and disabled—aggre­ 
gate hut .‘I per cent per annum of the 
effective forces engaged, they are nev­ 
ertheless distinctly encouraging. 
He finds that about sixty men per 
I <881 are being killed and 150 wound­ 
ed and that a very large proportion of 
the latter return to the trenches. This, 
naturally, Is not to he compared with 
the normal death rate In time of peace 
of men of rnUltury age, which Is hut 
eight lier 1,000; hut It Is a vast Im­ 
provement ufron the showing of any 
previous war. 
For one thing, disease has been so 
thoroughly eliminated that a sick man 
Is a curiosity. The soldier at the front 
is certalulj less liable to attack than 
lf he were at home. 
Everything he 
cats and drinks 
nn*l 
wears, 
almost 
everything he touches, Is subject to 
the finest medical supervision of which 
science Is enpahle, and lf any particu­ 
larly persistent bacillus were to get 
Into bls system In spite of all precau­ 
tions. it would find him in such su­ 
perb condition that Ifs work would bo 
futile. 
The high commands have thor­ 
oughly learned the lesson that It does 
not pay to train a man to bo a soldier 
Mnd then lose him from a cause that 
is In th** least degree preventable. 
By this sam e token, experience, both 
in the protection of the soldier and 
in th** care of 
the wounded, Is st«*a*l- ! 
By reducing the death rate as th** war j 
progresses. 
Not only are new ta otic* 
constantly being developed which re- 1 
suit In loss exposure of the Individual , 
soldier, hut he Is constantly being |

let or shrapnel or gas attack.
